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ART DEPARTMENT TEA 

The Art Department is sponsoring a tea Sunday afternoon, November 12, to 
honor Ray Boynton, one hundred and fifty of whose paintings and drawings are 
on view; Dr. William Frederic Bade, who is exhibiting Palestine antiquities ex¬ 
cavated under his direction; and Gottardo Piazzoni, one of whose murals has 
been installed in the library of the new unit recently added to the Art Gallery. 
Guests will have an opportunity to inspect the library and class rooms and to see 
the magnificent Fu-dogs which have been presented to the college by the Chair¬ 
man of the Art Committee, Albert M. Bender, and a group of fellow trustees. 
These massive marble lions which date dack to the Ming dynasty in China, were 
brought to San Francisco some fifteen years ago. 

LAS TAPATIAS 

The Music Club of Mills College is making possible a program of Mexican 
folk songs and dances by Elena, Berta, Mid Clotilde Quevedo, direct descendants 
of an ancient, noble family which, in the sixteenth century, gave to Spain one of 
her greatest satirists, Francisco de Quevedo. They grew up on the huge Hacienda 
de San Antonio, and became embued with the customs, songs, and dances of the 
peons, at the same time retaining the graces of the noble women of Spain. Today 
they are known as Las Tapatias, a name given to the natives of Guadalajara 
whose women are famous for their beauty and their singing. Many of their 
songs, obtained from out-of-the-way places, have never been heard elsewhere. 

JOHN L. McNAB 

John L. McNab of San Francisco, member of the American Bar Association, 
formerly United States district attorney of the Northern District of California, 
nominator of Herbert Hoover as president of the United States in 1928, is better 
known on the Mills College campus as the father of Eleanor McNab, ’35. 
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DR. WILLIAM FREDERIC BADE 

Dr. William Frederic Bade, trustee of the college from 1918 to 1931, at pres¬ 
ent a member of the Advisory Committee at Large, is professor of Old Testa¬ 
ment Literature and Semitic Languages at the Pacific School of Religion, Berke¬ 
ley, California. For the last few years he has directed a series of expeditions into 
the Holy Land and supervised excavations of historic treasures, many of which 
have been brought to the Palestine Institute at Berkeley. Reference was made in 
the last issue of Leaves to the exhibit being shown in the Mills Art Gallery 
through November. Dr. Bade’s illustrated assembly lecture, Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 15, at 11 o’clock in Lisser Hall, will be open to off-campus guests. 

MILLS COLLEGE COMMUNITY FORUM 

At its second public meeting the Mills College Community Forum will discuss 
Inflation. Dr. Glenn E. Hoover, chairman, will introduce the discussion leaders, 
one of whom will be Dr. Ira B. Cross of the University of California, an expert 
in money and banking. The Forum is open to the public. The campus committee 
includes besides Dr. Hoover, Dr. Willard Smith, Dr. Anna Brinton, Dr. Helen 
Marburg, Dr. Phillip Buck, and Professor Earle Garfield Linsley, with two ex 
officio members, the president of the college and Miss Doris Dozier, secretary.
